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WHY MURRELL CAME BACK. 

The considerations which moved J. K. Murrell to return to St. 
Louis and testify for the state in the boodle case are set forth 
in the letter addressed to the fugitive by the representative of 
the Post-Dispatch and published In Tuesday's issue. 

No more convincing arguments could have been addressed to 
a man in despair, a man for whom the future a parently helt 
nothing but fear and misery. And they were convincing because 
they were true. 

Murrell, baffied, betrayed, hunted, reduced to mental and moral 
confusion by his condition, read in that letter the statement of 
his own case. He was unable to think it out for himee'!f, but 
quickly seized the situation when stated in logical terms which 
he was constrained to accept. He beheid himself and his fate 
and could not do otherwise than act upon the plain facts. 

He acknowledeed as much when he sent the letter to the cir- 
cuit attorney as an explanation of his return. 

Murrell! returned because he couldn't do anything else. But he 
had been in Mexico three months without d'scovering that the 
situation was hopeless and he might have continued there three 
months longer without growing any wiser had not the Post-Dis- 
patch representative written him that letter embodying the facts 
and arguments already urged in a personal interview and in which 
Murrell read as in a mirror the tn°xorable truth. 

The merit of the arrument used is that it was so invincibly 
simple. It was the simplicity, however, which is first discerned 
only by the clearsighted and after, accepted by everybody e'se 
as a matter of course.

A picturesque personality has just died in a London suburb, 
His name was Panmure Gordon.

The indictment of eighteen members of 
the St. Louis City Council for bribery will 
cause no surprise to those who have studied 
municipal corruption. The old proverb, 
‘“‘Murder will out.”’ is equally true of bood- 
ling. The acceptance of bribes by a state 
or city official may be surrounded by every 
safeguard, every trace may be covered up, 
yet in the light of journalism today the 
truth is finally laid bare. Bribery is ap- 
parently the most difficult crime to prove. 
It is always secret; only two persons know 
it, and both being guilty. are interested in 
preventing the truth from coming out; and 
even if one of the persons to it turns traitor 
it Is difficult for him to prove it against 
his fellow-criminal. Moreover, the council- 
man or legislator generally has knowledge 
of devious ways and so fixes up the deal 
that there is apparently no chance to bring 
the bribery to light. It is a fond delusion 
that every criminal labors under, that he 
has been smart enough to defeat and out- 
wit the law, only to find that he has made 
the same mistake as all] the others. 


It is another lesson that the boodler nev- 
er escapes today, whatever he may have 
fone in the past—the newspapers see to 
this. It is probable that councilmen will 
learn this lesson sooner or later and that 
we will then see an end Of municipal cor- 
ruption.

In fact, his friends | 
declare without reserve that he Is a genius. | 
But so many poets who were touted as 
geniuses or genni at the age of 2 years 
have “blown up itn the stretch” later on 
that but litule credence can be placed in the 
statements of the friends of the young man 
in question, since their testimony Is plainly 
prejudiced. 

It is to be regretted that. the mania of 
this sapient son of the fatherland should 
have impelled him to steal books. There 
are so many books in this country to be had 
for the asking that it seems a pity that 
any man should endanger his freedom to 
obtain a paltry few of them, when he 
might have turned his talent as an “‘ab- 
stractor’’ to far better account by stealing 
a bit of money. There {ts someth'!ng rational 
about the theft of money, while to steal 
books is not only foolish, but a waste of 
time and energy. 

No man can hope to make a reputation 
in the criminal world by sequestering 
books. A book thief is not regarded as a 
legitimate member of the fraternity. The 
man who steadg gaspipe is entitied to far 
more cons‘deration, since he is obtaining 
something which can be turned into money, 
which can be turned into drink, which can 
be turned into the stomach. But books? 
Bah! What has a thief to do with books? 
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It is given to comparatively few men to 
achieve so great a distinction as he will 
enjoy if he refuses to falter, for any pos- 
sible reason, in the high course he has 
been pursuing. 

No prompting of Sympathy or compas- 
sion; no sense of pity for suffering inno- 
cence through the misdeeds of the gullty, 
and certainly no motive of sordid profit 
should be permitted to stand for a minute 
in the way of the condemnation and pun- 
ishment of every boodler who has brought 
disgrace and odium on the city of St. Louis. 

The necessity of such an assertion of 
absolute justice is manifest to every 
thoughtful student of public affairs in 
America. The greed for gain runs riot in 
not only all of the large municipalities in 
America, but at the seat of the national 
government. Venality flaunts itself in 
Congress and in the councils of every 
American municipality of considerable size. 
If our republican institutions are to sur- 
vive, the lust for money which vitiates pub. 
lic mora's must be stamped out. 

There is no palliation for the St. Louls 
thieves in the fact that other city coun- 
clils are corrupt. It is the sinner who gets 
caught who must expect to suffer. The 
warning to other robbers which would be 
conveyed if the whole rotten crowd at St. 
Louis were sent to the penitentiary is sore- 
ly needed. No man who -uses his official 
position for the purpose.of plunder has a 
right to any place outside of jail. It is 
the marvel of American civilization that so 
many persons of this class are at large.

Prof. Bryan Says the High School Is

School building on Grand avenue with fire 
escapes and it is expected that they will 
complete the work very soon, although 
hundreds of pupils have been attending 
the school in the past and this year the 
number enrolled is 2040, the building has up 
to this time been wholly without fire es- 
cape protection.

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LESSON 5. 


HIT THE COCK-PIN. 
By Edward A. Grath. 

The chief aim of the cocked-hat bowler 
after he has mastered the details of execu- 
tion, is purely and simply to hit the siete 
pin—that is all. Further than that, the 
eye and hand of the cocked-hat player 
cannot go, notwithstanding what you may 
hear about this and that player calculat- 
ing just which side and on what spot of the 
cock-pin he can strike. 

Of 100 times that the best cocked-hat 
bowler attempts to call where he will hit 
the cocked-pin, 6 at the very lowest he will 
fail in. As ordinarily thrown, a ball will 
produce a strike with dry pins and alleys 
whenever it hits the cock-pin to one or the 
other side of the center. 


AIDS TO A STRIKE. 


To calculate within the fraction of an 
inch of where a 54-inch ball is 
going to strike a pin at a distance of 60 or 
more feet is taxing the ability of the hu- 
man too!/far. If you are able to hit the 
cock-pin every time, you will have gone 
as far as the limit of the game permits. 

Nevertheless there are certain points 
which experience has shown aids the 
bowler in striking the cocked-pin to one 
side of the center—a feature which is nec- 
essary to accomplish in order to prevent 
scoring a cocked-pin, that Is, knocking out 


HOW TO BOWL CO 
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the center pin cleanly and leaving the cor- 
ners standing. 

If the cock-pin is hit full im the face, the 
ball follows it through without deflecting 
So as to catch the corner pin. The center 
pin moves straight forward and fails to 
perform its necessary function of overturn- 
ing the other corner pin. 


DELIVERY FROM AN ANGLE. 

Anything that will assist the player to an 
additional chance of striking the center pin 
on the side should be taken advantage of. 
Most bowlers therefore either deliver the 
ball from one corner of the alley in a 
slanting Mne to the cock-pin or else start 
in the center and swing the arm wide to get 
the necessary angle. 
It is plain that if the greater the angle 
at which the ball strikes the center pin, 
the less chance of a center punch there is. 
The angle in this case is very slight, owing 
to the narrowness of the alley, and the 
distance the ball has to traverse before 
striking the cock-pin. A hair's breadth, 
however, is all that is necessary to accom- 
plish the desired result, and the angle is 
sufficient for that purpose. 

ROLL DIAGONALLY ACROSS. 
The true test of the cocked-hat bowler’s 
accuracy comes after a cocked-pin has been 
scored. The man who can pick the cor- 
ners regularly is the man who is a tho- 
roughly reliable cocked-hat player.
